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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition 
of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 

invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claim 1 , the recitation "inserting, when the waveform signal 
consecutively repeats a single pattern, a different pattern between the repeated 
single patterns before transmitting the repeated single patterns; and transmitting 
said repeated single patterns having the inserted different pattern between the 
repeated single patterns" does not appear that a claim reciting a signal encoded with 
functional descriptive material falls within any of the categories of patentable subject 
matter set forth in paragraph 101. 

Regarding claim 15, the recitation "randomly varying an internal parameter, 
selecting one of the two types of codes, and transmitting said selected one type of 
code in accordance with the internal parameter" does not appear that a claim 
reciting a signal encoded with functional descriptive material falls within any of the 
categories of patentable subject matter set forth in paragraph 101 . 

Regarding claim 18, the recitation "a transmitter for transmitting a signal such 
that, when the information waveform signal consecutively repeats a single pattern, a 
different pattern is inserted between the repeated single pattern before transmitting 
the single pattern and the repeated single patterns having the inserted different 
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pattern are transmitted" does not appear that a claim reciting a signal encoded with 
functional descriptive material falls within any of the categories of patentable subject 
matter set forth in paragraph 101.
